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Pot of Gold? 


THE LIBERAL PARTY'S reputation for being the 
mosi generous of all opposition parties in the field 
of election promises and giveaway programs is being 
severely threatened by the Social Credit Party. In 
fact, in Quebec, it is being made to look somewhat 
of a piker. 

So far, all the Grits have come up with are prom- 
ises for a national health insurance plan; an immedi- 
ate increase in the old age pension, with a contribu- 
tory plan.to enable the average couple to retire on 
half-pay at the age of 65; the continuance of family 
allowances for children for as long as they stay in 
high school; 10,000 $1.000 scholarships a year; a fed- 
eral labor code; portable pensions, and more ald fo 
farmers. 

On the other hand, Mr. Caouette, co-leader of the 
Socreds, has promised $100 to every Canadian (the 
money to be provided by the Bank of Canada); lower 
income tax; an increase in family allowances: and the 
age limit of old age pensions to be reduced to 60 years 
with a means test and 65 without. 

Obviously Mr. Caouette’s promises are far more 
attractive than Mr. Pearson's. But then, the campaign 
is young and it can be expected that the Liberals will 
come up with something more and better vet. And 
when they do, it is a safe bet that the Socreds will 
attempt to get whead of them again. 


Between the two of them it is possible that Ca- 
nadians yet might find themselves being exhorted to 
vote for a party which will allow them to stay in 
school until] they are, say, 35 years of age (supported 
by the increased family allowance), then. graduating 
to immediately qualify for the old age pension. 


And why not? All it would cost is money, and 
seemingly both the Liberal Party and the Social Credit 
Party have discovered some secret source of unlimited 
wealth. Otherwise surely they would have attempted 
to explain to the voters how they intend financing 
their present programs. 


Enviable Record 


T LO®KS as though Victoria Machinery Depot will 
get the job of building the two more ships sched- 
uled for the government ferry service. The contracts 
have not been awarded yet but the VMD bids are so 
much under the other tenders submitted it seems a 
foregone conclusion the orders will go to the Ogden 
Point plant. 

‘It has been emphasized more than once that the 
government seeks to get its ships at the best price 
possible, consistent with fine workmanship. In this 
respect VMD has an enviable reputation and having 
already built four ferry ships it has intimate knowl- 
edge of their particular requirements and is tooled and 
organized to handle further orders speedily and well. 

It seems to be the policy of VMD to bid as low 
as can be managed with-a view to keeping its work 
crews intact and regularly employed, a policy that 
is "paying off and will be appreciated by its efficient 
teams of shipwrights. 

It means a lot also to Victoria at large to win 
these shipbuilding contracts, for the benefits of a 
large payroil percolate through the local economy. 


A Program Needed 


MERCHANTS agitated by what they have taken 
4YE to be a plan to ban parking in some narrow sec- 
tions of downtown thoroughfares have been assured 
by Alderman Millard Mooney that no such plan exists 
—that some day these roadways will have to be 
cleared to carry more traffic but not until some dis- 
tant date, when sufficient off-street parking has been 
provided. 

The comfortless fact remains that businesses with 
thoughts of expanding or locating on some of Vic- 
toria’s main streets must engage in a guessing game. 
Whatever is said today of the city’s ideas with re- 
spect to parking prohibitions and one-way streets may 
no longer be true next year or the year after. The 
only certainty is that the more the Greater Victoria 
population grows, the more urgent it will become to 
increase traffic capacities. 

Since investments to varying degree are at stake 
as patterns of vehicular and pedestrian movement 
change this is not a situation which tends to promote 
the utmost in development in the heart of the city. 
There must be some inclination to wait and see. 

These circumstances suggest that there is every 
reason for the council to press ahead: quickly with 
securing a master plan for civic growth and altecra- 

_tion, based on up-to-date information, no matter 
whether the Capital Region Planning Board or the 
city’s own planning division carries out the necessary 
studies. , 

They suggest also that a most important part of 
such a plan could be a definite program for traffic 
and parking changes. Admittedly no plan covering a 
period of years can be absolutely hard and fast in 
detail, but the opportunity exists to provide the busi- 
ness interests of Victoria with a far more certain pic- 
“re of the prospects in any given location than they 
now have, and thus to foster a go-ahead spirit. 


Still One Lack 


HE GOVERNMENT ferry system is a good one 
but one lack remains; there is no midnight ferry 
back from the Mainland. 


Mr. Strachan in voicing a plea for a late return 
trip from Vancouver merely echoed the sentiments of 
many others who recall, the convenience of former 
CPR and Black Ball midnight runs. 


The Opposition leader mentioned sport, but other 
Mainland amenities would be available to Island resi- 
dents were it possible to leave Vancouver for home 
at midnight—concerts, meetings, personal visiting. It 
could be a boon for businessmen as well as for ath- 
letic teams. s 

How well so late a run would be patronized is of 
course a matter of guesswork, and there can be no 
argument for a midnight ferry ship ‘if it meant op- 
erating at a loss that couldn't be reconciled. 

But having been so successful in its operation to 
date this is something that might be tried, even if first 
as an experiment to round out an otherwise fine 
service. It is worth a trial, and we commend the 
idea to the ferry authorities.

Trees Need Dry Bed 


By MY. 


If-vou- are: planning on putting. in 
"any frult or shade trees. this spring, 
better not put it off too long. True, 
the condition of the soil in some 
gardens is still rather wet and sloppy 
and-unpleasant to work. bat there 
areways and means of overcoming 
these troubles 

If vou haven't ordered your trees 
yet, better get cracking. for the first 
rule in the nursery business is “first 
come. first served.” and the early 
bird alwass gets the best choice of 
materjal.
